HOME AND FAUM. 


A LITTLE saleratus is used in making 


mush, to prevent the slightly raw taste 
which corn meal has when hastily 
boiled. 


^ STALE 
BREAD GRIDDLE CAKES.— 


Take stale -bread, soak il in water till 
soft, strain off the water through a 
colander, beat the bread-crumbs light- 
ly with a fork ; to one quart of these 
soaked crumbs add one quart of milk, 
one quart of flour and four eggs. 
Bake 


on a griddle. 


CURRANT SAUCE.—Heat the currants 


slowly almost to a boil, and turn into a 
colander, allowing all the juice possible 
to drain off without pressing. Sleasure 
the fruit, and to eacli quart add one 
pound of sugar, one cupful of raisins, 
and water to thin the sauce. 
If one 


prefers plenty of water, it may be nec- 
essary to add more sugar. 


ONK of the most useful implements 


that can. be used upon the farm is (he 
field-roller. It crushes the clods, levels 
and smooths the ground, and presses 
the e_arth firmly around the seed, caus- 
ing it to sprout and grow much earlie1. 
In very dry weather a good rolling of 
the ground will often cause seeds to 
grow which otherwise would not have 
germinated. 


LICE ON ANIMALS.—Col. V. D. Cur- 


tis commends the following mixture to 
kill lice on animals : "Melt hog's lard or 
any hot grease, and in it dissolve salt 
one-third of the bulk of thu grease ; take 
as much grease as will be required to 
smear the animal all over, and into the 
mixture pour kerosene oil ami stir it up. 
Two gills of the kerosene would bo suf- 
ficient for a cow of ordinary size. 
One 


application completely cured the most 
stubborn case of lice on an old hog. 
It 


loaves the skin smooth and clean, re- 
moving the scurf and healing the irrita- 
tion caused by the parasites. 
It is also 


excellent for galls and sores." 


FUUIT-CREAM.—Apples, gooseberries, 


rhubarb, or any fruit; to every pint of 
pulp add one pint of milk or cream; 
sugar to taste; prepare the fruit as for 
stewing; put it in a jar with two table- 
spoonfuls of water and a little o-ood 
moist sugar, set this jar in a saucepan 
of boiling water, and let it boil until the 
fruit is soft enough to mash ; when done 
enough, beat it to a pulp, work this pulp 
through a colander, and to every pint 
stir the above proportion of milk or 
cream. Of. course, cream is preferable. 
Sweeten and serve in a glass dish. 


EARLY in is/39 Charles Collins wrote 


a book about the then unknown country 
Colorado, and Pike's Peak, in -which he 
gave a glowing picture of the whole re- 
gion, 'this book had a good deal to do 
with stimulating emigration.

versed about one-half the route, .'500 
miles from St. Joseph. 
Here was a fa- 


mous stopping place, known as Jack 
Morrow's Ranch, a place where Collins 
anil Richardson had determined to put 
up at, that night. 
Collins, who was well 


acquainted with Morrow, got some dis- 
tance, ahead of Hichardson, in whose 
wagon, beside himself and the driver, 
were a number of emigrants, also bent 
on trying thu now country. 


Collins, as ho drove up to Morrow's 


Handle, was considerably surprised afc 
the sight. 
Tlu: place was every where 


swarming with miners and emigrants, 
all excited and savage about something 
or another. 
There was loud talking 


I'vuvy where, and loud threats a bo lit 
somebody who in every breath came in 
for the most violent and bitter execra- 
tion.

his books to Morrow, who came forward 
hastily when he saw him, and getting 
up close to him he said, in a voice husky 
with suppressed excitement: 
" Collins, git!" 
" AVImt d-i you mean?" said Collins, 


excited. 
" c;it out of here, quick," said the ex- 


cited ranchman, as he waved his hands 
and disappeared. 


Collins, now

thrust his book back under his scat and 
bade his driver gi-.t out and mingle with 
the crowd anil find what was the 'matter.

result was thai, they struck off on a new

then a settlement of about one thousand 
inhabitants, all living in tents.

This 
salt, he says, dissolves the lead or mer- 
curial compounds and effects their re- 
moval. 


FKOM the fact that the lower animals 


arrive at maturity much earlier than 
man, and the inferior races of men de- 
velop more rapidly than the superior, a 
French biologist infers that precocity 
indicates a low order of development. 


W H K N tile system begins to need nu- 


triment, it .sends a tliiid from every por- 
tion of thu body toward the stomach, 
where it accumulates in little reservoirs, 
the distension of which causes the sen- 
sation of hunger; the fuller they be- 
come the more hungry we are. 


BY the use of a mtstture of carbonate 


and sulphate of soda, Dr. Calantariento, 
of Scarborough, England, has been able 
to make a new skating surface, which 
costs far less than the.drdinary artificial 
ice floors, and which can be readily re- 
paired. 
When, it is once laid it will re- 


main serviceable for years. 


A BILL has been introduced into the 


local Legislature of Montreal to incor- 
porate a company to construct a tunnel 
between the north and south banks of 
the St. Lawrence at that city. 
The tun- 


nel is to be used by provincial and 
American railways, as well as by ve- 
hicles and pedestrians. 
The capital is 


$.0,000,000. Five years will be required 
for the completion of the work, if it is 
ever begun. 
The Grand Trunk is of- 


fering vigorous opposition in tlie inter- 
est of Victoria Bridge, of which it has a 
monopoly, and charges such high tolls 
that other means of outlet from the city 
are absolutely necessary. 


Pit. KDWYN- ANHHKW, of Shrewsbury, 


Eng., has pointed, out the advantages 
in certain surgical and medical cases of 
employing medicated ice. He thought 
the cold was rendered more effective by 
being combined with the active princi- 
ples of drugs and by freezing various 
medical solutions. In that manner ice 
might be rendered highly antiseptic, 
caustic or styptic. In medical cases, 
especially of "the throat, stomach and 
hemorrhages from internal organs, ice 
might be thus pleasantly used to relieve 
symptoms, and at the same time convoy 
medicine as food to the stomach, when 
the latter would resist them in any other 
way. 


DR. LANUOTT, Assistant Director of 


the Ophthalmological Laboratory of the 
Sorbonne, Paris, has lately invented an 
instrument for measuring the distance 
to inaccessible objects. It is, in fact, a 


telemeter, and generally resembles the ! 
lieliometer in principle, but differs there- ' 
from in the fact that the mensuration 
is obtained by doubling the ima";e of the 
object. 
This is effected by 'simpler 


means than in the helionieter, and con- 
sequently the instrument can be more 
readily applied to practical purpose?. 
By this means the diameter of a rod at 
the top of a lofty building can be g:iti"'ed 
to a hundredth part of a millimeter, anil

about a few months since as having sur- 
vived a dislocated nei-k, anil tlte^imir- 
derer who had to be extinguished on a 
Connocticnt soaffold twelve hours after 
he had pierced himself through the heart, 
furnish no more remarkable instances of 
the occasional tenacity of life than does 
Mr. Thomas A. Halpine, the North Ad- 
ams agent of the American Express 
Company. 
For nearly ten years IK: has 


survived and attended to business with 
no less than three large bullets buried in 
his head to such a depth as to be beyond 
the reach and rescue of the most skillful 
surgeons in the country. It was on the 
lught of the IGLh of January, 1871, that 
lie was attacked while engaged as an ex- 
press messenger between Albany and 
Boston, and his assailant was an old- 
times Boston and Albany baggagemaster 
(and 
subsequently an" exp'ressmen be- 


tween Springfield and Boston), popu- 
larly known as "Yank" l-'ilkins. 
"On 


the evening- named," says Halpine in a 
modest wav, "I went Lo the ollk-e mid 
made preparations for my usual trip to 
Boston. 
It was a clear," bright nm.m- 


light night, and I was feeling unusually 
c-heerful and happy, as this was the last 
trip in the week, and the next was 
my week off. 
My wife and myself had 


promised ourselves several little pleas- 
ure trips during tlie coming week, and 
as I left homo that night I said to her:

Colson, and 
a few 


days afterwards Filkins was arrested. 
Suspicion, however, was Iirst directed 
to him on account of his movements 
and the tracing of the .purchase of the 
fatal pistol, lie was sent to the State- 
prison, but subsequently escaped. Hal- 
pine, as already intimated, fully recov- 
ered, and experiences no ill effects from 
the cargo of ammunition in his brain. 
except in very stormy weather. He be- 
lieves, witli many others, that Filkins is 
yet alive, and faintly cherishes the hope 
of some time meeting him.
